Gentlewomans Gold there was one piece that 
was of Olivers Coya, and remarkable for ſev-ral 
tokens as ſhe declared, and it appeared the Pri- 
" ſoner had lately ſold juſt ſuch a piece to a pere 
ſon of H-nours . which being produced, had 
exaQly fuch marks as ſhe hd before declared, 
and now upon her Oath affirmed it co be the 
ſame to her beſt brlicf aad knowledge. Hows 
ever, the Cafe appearing dubious, aud the P:i- 
ſoner (who was proved by a multitude of perſonas 
of worth ts he both a very honeſt and very able

| Fhe next was the eminent Tryal of Charles Pampliu for 
Murderivg Licutenant Charles Daliſow, in which a grear num: * 
ber of Witneſſ:s were ex1mined, Fiſt it was proved, that on: 
Sunday the 28th of April laſt, about ten a clock at nignc Mr. 
Daliſon neer his Lodging over againſt the Roſc-Tovern in 
Covent garden, wasmoitally wound<d, being run in uncer the 
Icft Pap fix inches d.cp: Who it was did it none (aw, but 
two {wore Mr. Daliſon ſaid it was Pawplin, and dicd within-- 
a Quarter of an hour. A fiick was taken up on the place, 
which *twas proved the Prifoner had borrowed that morning. _

while » was aſlecp, took away a very long Sword and Icft-.

Sever men, one for Murder, three notorious High» 
way-men tor {cveral Rebberies, iworpon hve feveral Ird: yY 
ments tor Hoſe. ſtealing, a yeurg mar tor a Felony , havir 
b en before burnt in the hand tince Chrizmas latt 3 awd Thice 
women, one tor robbing ber Maſter 0: goods to a great valuc, 
the other two (whereof once was an vid notorious off: ndcr 
for {: veral Felonies committed under prerence of taking Lod- 
_ givgs, thereby having ruincd givers honelt poor pecpic. 


Beſides theſe, there were Fourteen burnt in the hand, tour 
ordered to be whipt, Seven women tent from Newgate to 
Bridewe), and Twenty nine perſons attaintcd er 'convicted 
havetaſdec of divers Crimes, that now all at or.ce on their 
knces in Court pleaded his Majeſtics-gracicus Pardon. 
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
